The gathering was somewhat in the na­ 
ture of a housewanning for the gonial 
president of the chamber of commerce 
anfl his wife, and thoso present took 
pleasure in inspecting.

Professor W. M. Mertz of the Uni­ 
versity of California citrus experiment 
station at Riverside was the principal 
speaker of the afternoon. His address, 
lasting an hour and a half, took up in 
detail the questions of cultivation and 
fertilization of citrus groves,. Tho many 
ranchers present wore greatly interest 
ed in the exhaustive diagnoses made by 
this citrus expert. Professor Mertz is a 
great believer in humus for the soil, 
and explained in a scientific manner the 
proper application of organic fortili 
zers. In discussing cover crops, he em­ 
phasized their value when turned-back 
to the soil at the proper time. Accord 
irjg to his theories, in ordor to socuro 
the maxumum benefits, tho nitrogen 
collected on leguminous roots is only 
conserved when the crop is turned un 
der before maturity. It is.his opinion 
that the value of a ripened cover crop 
for humus is more than offset by the 
drain on the soil necessary to bring it 
to maturity, find, that the greatest bene 
fit can only be attained by cutting the 
clever crop in* while aim green

DEPUTY SHERIFF VAN VLIET 
OF COVINA CAPTURES BANDITS 


Popular interest in the tragic story 
of Poland, for centuries "the knight 
among the nations," the refuge of the 
oppressed, the buffer between East and 
West, was plainly shown Monday ev­ 
ening, when the largest audience yet 
heard with absorbing interest Professor 
Raymond. The little country without 
natural boundaries, reduced to servi­ 
tude, depressed almost to lowest depths, 
bled, in its long struggles for political 
and natural freedom, all but to death, 
shows constantly throughout its sad­ 
dest history that ideals, convictions, 
and principles must live; that right is 
stronger thnn might. 


The underlying reasons for -the low 
conditions of national life in Poland, 
which 
permitted 
dismemberment and 
the repeated partitions, were clearly 
discussed by Dr. Raymond—the arro­ 
gance of the nobles, the wretched con­ 
dition of the peasants, the absence of 
the middle class, neglect of popular ed­ 
ucation, lack of either army and navy, 
and the absolute power of the Roman 
Catholic church. Because of these con­ 
ditions, there was utter lack of cohe­ 
sion* and co-operation, and the country I 
fell an easy prey to strong military 
neighbors who coveted her territory. 
And so, for over a hundred and forty 
years, Poland has disappeared as an in­ 
dependent nation, Russia, Prussia and 
Austria knocking the unfortunate na­ 
tion to pieces and dividing up the frag­ 
ments. But the spark of national life 
has never utterly died out, and every 
few years there have been insurrections 
and revolts—ineffectual, but neverthe­ 
less showing and keeping alive hope 
for a bettor future. 


Until fifty years ago, every 
loyal 
Pole deemed it his chief duty to shed 
his blood for his country, but since 
that time has gradually grown up a 
better sentiment, that of strengthening 
the remnant of a people by education, 
by 
developing 
through 
industries a 
strong and vigorous middle class. Ev­ 
erywhere, in spite of class differences 
still felt,-thrift, popular education, or- 
ganizationand statecraft lj&ye been,/dei 
veloped and fostered, until, at tha open 
ing" of-the present war, the Poles have 


so intensified their indomitable spirit 
that they must be reckoned with, as a 
nation, in the final settlement. And this 
is very 
clearly 
recognized by both 
groups of belligerents, and it is gener­ 
ally understood that Poland, in some 
form, will once more be allowed a na­ 
tional life. 


Of great men and women who have 
advanced the world, Poland, in'spite of 
her troubles, external and internal, has 
produced ninny. Among these have been 
John Sobieski, who saved Austria and 
civilization from the peril of the. Turk; 
Kosciuszko, that hero of both United 
States and his own land; Copernicus, 
the scientist, the founder of the present 
cosmic system; musicians ns well known 
and loved ns Chopin and Pnderewski; 
Modjeskn, the netvess; Sembrieh, the 
vocalist; Matejke, the painter of great 
national canvasses; and the poets and 
Writers, 
Miskiewicz, 
Slowncki,' and 
Krasinski. 


Next Monday evening the subject 
will be one of intense interest—Bel­ 
gium, a burnt offering to the god of 
war—since it will include the story of 
the paBt two years. Always the stere- 
opticon slides add greatly to the popu­ 
lar interest in the lectures, since they 
are most attractive, illustrating the so­ 
cial and industrial life of the people 
discussed, and well as the beautiful nat­ 
ural features of the country.

Down iR Florida, on one of the big 
government experiment stations, a crop 
of a new winter vegetable, the chayote, 
has been raised solely to be given away, 
in order that those living in southern 
states may learn to know the value of 
this sudculent tropical aerial 
squash. 
Not only is the fruit of use in a number 
of ways, but the vine is a most vigorous 
grower, afer the first year, and while 
dying down to the ground with frost, if 
in an exposed position, still the growth 
is very rapid, and in a single season 
will easily cover a fifty by 
fifteen-foot 
pergola. 
The leaf 
is much like 
the 
grape, the tiny blossoms not appearing 
until September. 
The vine bears pro­ 
fusely the light green fruit, which is of 
the squash type, shaped like a very 
large right green pear, and it is' an in­ 
teresting sight to see the dozens of 
fruit hanging down from a chayote ar­ 
bor or pergola. 


There are at least two of these inter­ 
esting vines in this locality, one at the 
home of A. I. Holly on East Badillo 
street, and another at tho Conian ranch. 
Both vines have been thoroughly worth 
while for the general beauty and utility 
of the heavy shade and have attracted 
much attention this past summer. 


While this new vegetable is a mem­ 
ber of tho squash family, it has a much 
more delicate flavor and finer texture 
and can be cooked in a variety of ways 
impossible for the more plebeian squash. 
The chayote can be served as a simple 
vegetable, baked, creamed, used as a 
salad or cooked with meats. The gov­ 
ernment, realizing that the chayote is a 
food of unusual value, has issued a bul­ 
letin containing several recipes prepar­ 
ed by chefs of two famous hotels. 
The 
recipes given below are some used by 
Mrs. Holly and Mrs. Coman. 


Stewed chayotes: 
Peel and take out 
seed, boil in salted water until tender; 
drain 
thoroughly, 
mash, season 
with 
salt, pepper, and a generous, lump of, 
butter. 


Escalloped chayote: 
Two large 
or 
three medium-sized chayotes. Slice in 
two or four pieces and boil until tender 
in salted water; drain and peel; mash 
and season to taste with butter 
and 
pepper; add one-half cup bread crumbs, 
put in baking dish, spread 
buttered 
crumbs over top and bake until nicely 
browned—about 20 minutes. 


Fried chayotes: Cut in slices about 
one-half inch thick, flour each slice and 
fry until tender, 
« v .
